35 pupils 
are sent 
home over 
trainers 

MORE than 30 children 
were sent home from school 
for wearing Nike trainers 
instead of shoes. 

Parents spoke of their 
anger at having their chil¬ 
dren taken out of High 
Areal School for wearing 
the sports shoes, which they 
claim they had been allowed 
to wear previously. 

Jo Manson, head teacher, 
said students were sent 
home for failing to adhere to 
the uniform policy. “There 
have only been 35 students 
sent home and there are 
1,200 pupils here, it’s a very 
small amount,” she said. 

It comes after 100 pu¬ 
pils were sent home from 
nearby The Coseley School 
for wearing black trainers. 

Pupils gathered outside 
the school gates on Monday 
morning claimed they had 
been told they could wear 
the trainers until half term. 

Mrs Manson said: “School 
policy has always been no 
trainers can be worn. A vast 
majority of parents under¬ 
stand our position. We have 
been doing what we can to 
try and help parents, by giv¬ 
ing them a loan. 

“We normally send a let¬ 
ter and a text to parents 
before the school year but 
there was a problem with 
our texting system at the 
start of this year. Our web¬ 
site has always had the uni¬ 
form policy.” 

Episode axed 
after arrest 

THE latest episode of Cops 
and Robbers had to be axed 
after a man in the show was 
arrested for a serious sex 
offence against a woman in 
Birmingham.

PLANS RETHINK 
FOR LANDMARK 


CHANGES have been made to plans 
to bring a landmark in Dudley town 
centre back into use, following pres¬ 
sure from a heritage watchdog. 

Birmingham developer Parkstone Group first 
unveiled proposals earlier this year to turn the 
historic former post office headquarters on the 
corner of Wolverhampton Street and Priory 


Road into 21 one-bed- 
room flats. 

But English Heritage 
raised objections to a pro¬ 
posed accessibility ramp at 
the front of the impressive 
Edwardian building. 

The heritage watchdog 
claimed the ramp ‘seriously 
harmed’ the imposing ap¬ 
pearance of the Grade II 
listed building. 

Ramp 

In updated plans submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council this 
week, the developer has 
changed the front eleva¬ 
tion design of the Palazzo 
style building to remove the 
ramp. 

In a letter to Dudley 
Council, Alan Taylor, his¬ 
toric buildings inspector 
for English Heritage, said 
the body had no objection 
in principle to bringing the 
building back into use. 

But he said: “English 
Heritage is very concerned 
by the intrusive design and 
siting of the proposed ac¬ 
cess ramp across the main, 
Wolverhampton Street ele¬ 
vation. 

“This was designed to be 
the most distinctive, pub¬ 
lic facade of this Italianate 
Palazzo style building. 

“Its imposing and flam¬ 
boyant appearance would 
be seriously harmed by the 
proposed ramp snaking 
across the lower part of 
the building concealing the 
stonework.

“English Heritage objects 
to this part of the current 
submission.” 

In response, The Park- 
stone Group sent in two 
amended plans for the site 
and the final one saw the 
removal of the ramp. 

The developer has also 
proposed transparent glass 
handrails on the stairways 
of the building. 

The current value of the 
building is £500,000 and 
the work to create the flats 
would cost £1.58m. 

The building’s style ar¬ 
chitecture is based on the 
palaces built by wealthy 
families during the Italian 
Renaissance. 

It was designed by archi¬ 
tect John Rutherford and 
was built in 1909. 

The building ceased oper¬ 
ating as a post office in 1986. 

It was last used as a night¬ 
club, called Nulla Nulla, in 
2000, but that closed after 
just 14 months. 

Plans were submitted for 
22 homes for the building 
eight years ago. 

They were given the go- 
ahead by planning inspec¬ 
tor Richard Thomas, who 
said the development would 
provide a ‘vibrant use for an 
important listed building’. 

But despite that approval, 
no work started and the site 
remains empty today. 



Beacon Hotel shines as the best pub

SEDGLEY’S Beacon Hotel has been 
named as the best pub in the West 
Midlands by real ale campaigners in 
the latest copy of the Good Beer Guide. 

The ale fan’s bible also adds a string 
of new pubs to its lists across the Black 
Country and Worcestershire as the 
British appetite for the national drink 
continues to grow. 

The White Lion in Sedgley, the re¬ 
opened Fountain in Walsall and the 
Hail to the Ale in Claregate - opened 
barely 12 months ago - are all new en¬ 
tries chosen by the Campaign for Real 
Ale (Camra) in the latest guide. 

It is the Beacon Hotel, home of the 


Sarah Hughes brewery, that is con¬ 
sidered the cream of the crop in the 
West Midlands and it is one of 16 pubs 
nationwide that will battle it out for 
the title of Camra’s pub of the year in 
February. 

Unchanged 

The Guide is full of praise for the 
Sedgley pub. It says: “This hotel has 
sat virtually unchanged for decades. 
It is a Grade II listed building, with a 
nationally important historic pub inte¬ 
rior, where time has stood still. 

“The Beacon lives up to its name - it 
shines.” 


The Beacon’s operations manager 
Simon Massey put the success of the 
pub, which dates back tol848, down to 
the quality of its beer served and its 
atmosphere. 

“We are an old fashioned drinking 
pub,” he said. “People come here to 
meet their mates and have a good chat. 
We don’t have a jukebox and the most 
modern thing in here is the till.” 

The guide reveals that the Black 
Country, Staffordshire and north 
Worcestershire enjoy a wealth of good 
pubs, with more than 100 listed in the 
new edition of the book. It also has 
more than 20 breweries. 


Question 
mark over 
future 
of Quest 

THE firm behind the 
loss-making Quest enter¬ 
tainment zone at the Mer¬ 
ry Hill shopping centre has 
warned it may have to close 
the £1.3 million project. 

Opened just two years 
ago, it has failed to make a 
profit and operator Paragon 
Entertainment says ‘perfor¬ 
mance continues to be chal¬ 
lenging’. 

The company, which 
builds visitor attractions 
like the Wallace and Gromit 
ride at Blackpool Pleasure 
Beach and the official Olym¬ 
pic Museum in Switzerland, 
has slashed the value of the 
Quest centre by £420,000 
to just £150,000 and warns 
that closure is an option. 

Paragon says it is also 
considering further invest¬ 
ment or moving the location 
of the attraction, which in¬ 
cludes rope walks, soft play 
areas, a jungle-gym assault 
course and Nerf combat 
arena. The Quest centre 
created 30 jobs when it first 
opened but now has just two 
full-time staff and a number 
of part-timers. 

A company spokeswoman 
confirmed the company had 
been in talks with Merry 
Hill’s new owners, the Intu 
group, but declined to com¬ 
ment on the nature or con¬ 
tent of their discussions. 

Paragon used the Quest 
centre to launch the attrac¬ 
tions arm of the its business 
in 2012.

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MP backs school fingerprint scheme 


A MP who is also the governor of a 
school which has installed finger¬ 
prints scanners in a £20,000 project 
said staff were ‘ahead of the game’ 
by launching the scheme. 

But Stourbridge MP Margot 
James that parents’ views will be 
considered after some said they 
were concerned about the move. 

Redhill School in Stourbridge will 
bring in the technology as part of 


a plan to implement a cashless sys¬ 
tem throughout the school. It will 
be used in the canteen to help cut 
queue times. 

It comes after schools other parts 
of the Black Country, including 
Dudley and Wolverhampton, have 
trialled the scheme. 

The system requires pupils to 
press a finger against a machine 
which converts the print into biom¬ 


etric data. This can then be used to 
identify individual pupils accounts. 

The 1,200-pupil school in Junc¬ 
tion Road detailed its plans in a let¬ 
ter to parents last month. 

Ms James said: “Redhill is ahead 
of the game with this kind of tech¬ 
nology. 

“I gather some parents are a lit¬ 
tle alarmed with having their child’s 
fingerprints taken but provided 


parents are comfortable with the 
scheme then I’m OK with it.” 

Dudley’s Conservative opposition 
spokesman for children’s services, 
Councillor Glenis Simms, added she 
did have some concerns over the 
scheme. “I can see the benefits but 
I also have some concerns over what 
may be seen as another form of ‘big 
brother’ surveillance on us all as we 
go about our daily life,” she added. 


Tougher time ahead 
for benefit claimants 


PEOPLE looking for work in the Black Coun¬ 
try will be obliged to spend 35 hours a week 
in a job centre trying to find employment, as 
part of a new trial starting next month. 

This October will see the introduction of the pilot job 
search schemes, where unemployed benefit claimants will 
be required to carry supervised job searches every week. 
Claimants will be expected to sign an attendance register at 
a local job centre t 9am and 
search for jobs until 5pm, 
for five days a week over 
three months. 

If they fail to do so, they 
will face sanctions, with 
the first sanction resulting 
in the loss of one month’s 
worth of benefits, and the 
second sanction culminating 
in the withdrawal of three 
months’ money. 

The scheme is also being 
rolled out in East Anglia, 
West Yorkshire, Surrey and 
Sussex and will run until 
March next year. If a suc¬ 
cess, the Department for 
Work and Pensions say it 
may be extended to cover 
the whole country. A total 
of 6,000 claimants are being 
selected to take part. 

They will be selected by 
two criteria: the first batch 
will be aged between 18-24 
and have been claiming for 
20-24 weeks, while the sec¬ 
ond group will be over 25 
and have been claiming for 
33-37 weeks. They will only 
be selected if their job ad¬ 
viser thinks they will bene¬ 
fit from the extra support to 
find work. 

A spokesperson from 
the DWP said: “It’s right 
that we ask claimants to 
do everything they can to 
look for work in return for 
their benefits and this pilot 
is looking at how we provide 
that extra support to those 
whose lack of job-hunting 
skills is preventing them 
from finding a job”. 

Critics claim in many of 
the places the problem lies 
in a lack of jobs rather than 
a lack of job seeking. 


Display on 
those who 
survived war 

A Black Country histo¬ 
rian is appealing for people 
to come forward with stories 
and photographs relating to 
the men and women who 
played a role in the 1914-18 
war but came back to tell 
the tale. 

Stan Hough, of Lower 
Gornal British Legion, 
holds an exhibition about 
the Great War at Coseley 
Library on Saturday, and 
is hoping more people from 
the Dudley area will come 
forward with information. 

The exhibition will also 
look at the stories of service¬ 
men killed in action, par¬ 
ticularly focusing on those 
named on the war memorial 
outside the former Mount 
Tabor Church in Woodset- 
ton, Dudley. 

Mr Hough said: “We are 
of course aware of the those 
that did not return from the 
memorials and monuments 
bearing their names, but we 
do lack information on those 
that did return, which only 
local knowledge can provide. 

Mr Hough said the branch 
at Ruiton Street, had built 
up a collection of artefacts, 
photographs and histories of 
people involved in the war.

Bust jams 
and boost 
safety is 
plan's aim 

WORK will get started on 
a £210,000 project to cut 
congestion and boost pedes¬ 
trian safety around Sedgley 
town centre as the scheme 
is due to be rubber-stamped 
this week. 

Dudley Council has been 
awarded cash to carry out 
the works will are also 
aimed slashing queues for 
motorists at junctions. 

Transport boss Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed was 
presenting the scheme to 
a meeting of the cabinet 
yesterday using the cash 
allocation through a West 
Midlands-wide road im¬ 
provements scheme. 

Pedestrian crossings are 
due to be upgraded along 
the A459 through town cen¬ 
tre streets to help safety for 
shoppers. 

Works will take place on 
the High Street and Dudley 
Street near the Bull Ring 
and Townsend Avenue. 
There will also be works 
near the Co-Operative food 
store in High Holborn at 
Tipton Street traffic signals. 

It comes just months after 
a major roadworks scheme 
causing chaos for motor¬ 
ists in the town whenGos- 
pel End Road was partially 
closed for five months last 
year to allow a stone wall to 
be dismantled and rebuilt 
further back from the road.

broadband to get £6m funding 


Superfast 

A £6 MILLION funding boost has been se¬ 
cured for a project aimed at connecting 95 
per cent of the Black Country to high speed 
broadband by 2017. 

The money will see a major investment in 
infrastructure in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

The money has been secured thanks to 
the four Black Country councils working in 
partnership with the Black Country Con¬ 
sortium to find £3 million of funding, which 
will be matched by the Government-backed 


Broadband Delivery UK. A further £1.5 mil¬ 
lion is set to be raised by service providers 
to complete the project. 

Dudley MP Ian Austin has been cam¬ 
paigning to get the Government to back the 
plans for high speed broadband in the area. 

Secured 

He has recently received a letter from 
Digital Economy Minister Ed Vaizey to con¬ 
firm the funding had been secured. 

He said: “Constituents got in touch with 


me after being told by broadband compa¬ 
nies that there were no plans for Dudley to 
get superfast broadband. 

“Places like London have been the first to 
benefit and I don’t see why Dudley should 
be left behind, so I’m really pleased 95 per 
cent of people in the Black Country will now 
be covered. I’m pleased the Black Country 
Consortium and local councils have made 
this progress. Now I want the Government 
to guarantee that Dudley will get covered as 
soon as possible.” 


Councillor Judy Foster, Dudley Council 
cabinet member for economic regenera¬ 
tion, added: “In Dudley we are absolutely 
committed to ensuring businesses in our 
borough have the platform to prosper and 
thrive. Only 60 per cent of businesses in 
the Black Country have access to super-fast 
broadband but this agreement by the four 
Black Country councils and the LEP, will 
help meet the target of super-fast broad¬ 
band being available to 95 per cent of peo¬ 
ple.” 


Blaze death mechanic had 
threatened to kill his wife 


AN ESTRANGED husband pointed a gun at 
his wife, poured petrol over her and threat¬ 
ened to set them both on fire. 

A inquest heard that Brian Franklin died after he 
set their family home in Dudley alight but his wife 
Lisa Franklin escaped. 

Smethwick Coroners’ Court was told that 42-year-old 
mechanic Mr Franklin had broken into their house in Wood 


Street on February 8 armed 
with a, air rifle and a petrol 
can following the break-up 
of their marriage. 

After dragging Mrs 
Franklin down the stairs in 
front of her two children, 
who he had locked in her 
car on the drive, Mr Frank¬ 
lin poured petrol on her and 
threatened to set her alight. 

Escape 

Mrs Franklin managed 
to escape to a neighbour’s 
house and called the police 
but her husband set the 
house on fire and was later 
found dead in an upstairs 
bedroom. 

She told the inquest: “I 
was upstairs in my son’s 
bedroom and the first thing 
I know is I am being pushed 
across the bedroom and he 
stood there pointing a gun 
at me. He grabbed me by my 
hair and dragged me down¬ 
stairs.” 

Mrs Franklin told the 
inquest she had ended the 
marriage following an as¬ 
sault on February 3 where 
he had slit her wrist. 

The care-coordinator 
said: “He was screaming at

me ‘you have ruined my life, 
I’m not going to prison for 
anyone.’ He was convinced 
after the assault he was 
going to prison. 

“He grabbed a bag and 
got a petrol can out but I 
thought he was bluffing. 
Then when he opened it I 
could smell petrol and he 
was throwing it all over the 
house. He said if he was 
going then he was taking me 
with him. I was telling him 
to stop being stupid and I 
pushed him into the kitchen 
and turned and ran.” 

Robin Balmain, senior 
coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try, said Mr Franklin died 
from severe burns covering 
more than 50 per cent of his 
body. 

He said: “It is difficult to 
know what was going on 
in his mind but given the 
threats to his wife it seems 
to me that his intention was 
that he would kill himself. 

“It is difficult to imagine 
the terror that Mrs Franklin 
and the two boys must have 
suffered.”

Cops snow misses the point for police 


WHEN it comes to stopping convict¬ 
ed crooks from committing more 
crime, West Midlands Police is the 
best in the country but officers say 
that success failed to come across in 
Channel 4’s Cops and Robbers. 

Of the 171 local authorities in the 
UK, some of the lowest re-offending 
rates can be found on our doorstep 
with Sandwell rated top, Dudley 
second and Wolverhampton eighth. 
The success has been attributed to 


an initiative launched by West Mid¬ 
lands Police seven years ago which 
involves officers working with of¬ 
fenders in an effort to set them on 
the straight and narrow. 

But according to Superintendent 
Paul Betts, the force’s lead for the 
Integrated Offender Management 
programme, Channel 4’s docu¬ 
mentary highlighted the criminal 
activities of repeat offenders at the 
expense of the work police do to stop 


them. Last week’s episode focused 
on Jason ‘Stokesy’ Stokes from 
Pensnett and a drug addict known 
as Becky. 

Supt Betts said: “It focused on 
the two characters involved, mean¬ 
ing the work we have done to reduce 
re-offending wasn’t really made 
clear. They have a programme to 
make and there were obviously 
plenty of sensationalist comments 
that came out of it from the char¬ 


acters involved. But the statistics 
speak for themselves. We have been 
very successful when it comes to 
managing offenders’ behaviour. 

“Locking people up repeatedly 
does not work. They may have is¬ 
sues with employment, mental 
health, debt, drug abuse. It is a 
cycle. That’s where our support 
networks come in. The work is chal¬ 
lenging but at the moment I think 
we are getting the balance right. 


'Disgrace*—anger at

IS the West Midlands really 
a crime-ravaged hell-hole 
populated by scroungers, 
thugs and thieves? 

Of course it’s not, but viewers 
of Channel 4 may be starting 
to think the region has turned 
into a British version of down¬ 
town Detroit. 

First we had Benefits Street, the 
fly-on-the-wall documentary show¬ 
ing the daily activities of White Dee 
and her merry band of Brummies 
on the dole. Now the channel has 
launched its latest arrow at the 
region in the shape of Cops and 
Robbers, a no holds barred look at 
prolific criminals and the work po¬ 
lice do to try and persuade them to 
curb their crooked ways. 

Last week’s first episode focused 
on Dudley — ironically one of the 
country’s most successful spots 
when it comes to reducing re-of- 
fending. It wasn’t a pretty picture. 

Reducing 

We were introduced to 27-year- 
old Jason ‘Stokesy’ Stokes, a 
self-confessed one-man crimewave 
who revealed his childhood ambi¬ 
tion was to become an armed rob¬ 
ber. He never made the grade and 
instead focused his talents on petty 
crime, a pastime that has led to him 
spending a large chunk of his adult 
life locked up. 

Then there’s Becky, a young 
woman who finds pinching from 
shops as easy as sucking back on her 
crack pipe. She’s lost all four of her 
children to social services. 

It all makes for very bleak view¬ 
ing. But while there are people on 
benefits all over the country and 
crime is hardly consigned to the 
area around Dudley town centre, 
people in the region are starting to 
ask, why always us? 

Since Cops and Robbers aired 
many proud Dudley folk have taken 
to social media to express outrage at 
what many see as an unfair depic¬ 
tion of life in the town. Councillors 
and MPs have also had their say. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 


said he was ‘outraged’ by the pro¬ 
gramme. “I thought it was a total 
disgrace,” he said. “You can find 
people like that in every town and 
city, but of course they had to single 
us out. 

“There are plenty of decent, hard 
working people in the town, some 
of whom come from difficult back¬ 
grounds. 

“The characters they decided to 
feature are a nothing but a blight on 
our community. I want to see them 
behind bars not splashed across the 
television screen.” 

Dudley Council’s deputy leader 
Councillor Peter Lowe echoed the 
view. He said: “It painted a picture 
of Dudley that is not recognisable to 
the vast majority of people who live 
in the town. The majority of people 
in the town are law abiding citizens. 

“What I saw on television was 
a sad indictment on a minority of 


people who have formed a criminal 
underclass. The programme did not 
reflect well on Dudley in any way.” 

Many people from the Black 
Country aired their feelings on 
Twitter following the first show. 

“I live in the town #copsandrob- 
bers is being filmed in. We aren’t 
all like him. I have a job and I don’t 
even own a tracksuit either,” said 
one Twitter user. 

Another said: “Cops and Robbers 
will do for Dudley what Benefits 
Street did for Brum.” 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader 
of the Conservatives on Dudley 
Council, said the issues addressed 
in the programme should be high¬ 
lighted rather than ‘swept under 
the carpet’. 

“This sort of thing is going on 
in Dudley, so why try and hide it 
away? 

“There are some very undesirable 


people living among us and we must 
find ways to deal with them. Some 
people just want to pretend crime 
isn’t happening.” 

Channel 4 say Dudley was singled 
out for coverage because of West 
Midlands Police’s efforts in lower¬ 
ing re-offending rates. 

Leading 

A spokesman for the channel 
said: “We make clear that this is a 
national issue but one that the West 
Midlands Police are leading the way 
in confronting. 

“The location of the documentary 
was based on the unique access we 
gained within the West Midlands 
Police’s dedicated offender manage¬ 
ment team. 

“They are extremely proud of the 
success they are having tackling 
prolific offenders on their patch.” 


Hospital 
trust one 
of top 100 
employers 

HEALTH trusts in the 
Black Country have been 
named among the top 100 
employers in the NHS. 

The accolade has been 
awarded to three organisa¬ 
tions in the area after NHS 
trusts were rated over staff 
engagement and satisfac¬ 
tion surveys. 

Appearing in the top 100 
are Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs Sandwell 
and Rowley Regis hospitals, 
and The Royal Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Trust which runs New 
Cross Hospital. 

Also rankedis Dudley 
and Walsall Mental Health 
Partnership Trust, which 
runs services at Bloxwich 
Hospital and Bushey Fields 
Hospital in Dudley. 

Following the national 
survey, each organisation’s 
data was categorised into 
seven areas, including lead¬ 
ership and planning, role 
satisfaction, work envi¬ 
ronment and training and 
development, to determine 
how good they were in each. 

As part of its praise for 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which also runs City Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham, the 
journal said: “Its highly mo¬ 
tivated staff are well trained 
and suffer fewer incidences 
of discrimination, as well as 
fewer pressures at work.” 

Firms vye for

Representing more than 
150,000 workers, the firms 
include three from Dudley, 
two from Wolverhampton 
and one from Sandwell. 

Business leaders will 
meet with bosses of the high 
speed rail project at two 
conferences being held in 
London and Manchester in 
October. 

The £50 billion scheme is 
moving closer towards con¬ 
struction with a planned to 
start to the huge engineer¬ 
ing project in 2017. 

Pub cuts prices 

A PUB in Sedgley is reduc¬ 
ing its prices by 7.5 per cent 
for one day on Wednesday, 
September 24.

THE new West Midland Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commission¬ 
er has called for no further 
elections like the one in 
which he was selected 

David Jamieson will urge 
the Home Office to change 
the rules so that future 
polls for the post are not 
held at such short notice 
in the midst of the summer 
holidays. 

The August 21 election, 
in which he was chosen as a 
replacement for the late Bob 
Jones, cost £3.7 million to 
stage — that’s almost £20 
for each of the 10 per cent 
of the voters that bothered 
to turn out. 

He said: “It was not very 
sensible to hold an election 
costing that much in the 
middle of August and we 
have got to learn from what 
happened. 

“I want the legislation 
revised and will be mak¬ 
ing representations to the 
Home Office in the hope 
that the necessary changes 
can be in place by the next 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner elections in 2016.” 

Solihull-born former La¬ 
bour Transport Minister Mr 
Jamieson, an former MP, 
added: “The present Gov¬ 
ernment created this legis¬ 
lation. It was botched from 
the start and not properly 
thought through.” 

Former school 
is hit by blaze 

A LARGE blaze ripped 
through a derelict school in 
Blackheath. 

More than 40 firefight¬ 
ers and eight fire trucks 
attended the scene at the 
former Holt Farm Primary 
School. The roof of part of 
the 105-year-old building 
was destroyed by the fire, 
which took more than two 
hours to extinguish. 

Flames and plumes of 
black smoke were visible for 
miles around the scene on 
Saturday afternoon. Smeth¬ 
wick crews were joined by 
firefighters from Dudley, 
Highgate, Oldbury, Tipton, 
Ladywood and Haden Cross. 


Scooter wrecked 

FIREFIGHTERS battled a 
severe blaze at a home in 
Dudley after a bin caught 
fire. The blaze, which is be¬ 
lieved to have been started 
by a cigarette, spread to a 
fence, caused damage to a 
van, a garage and destroyed 
a mobility scooter at the 
Laurel Road home. 


Living museum is attracting more visitors 


BLACK Country Living Museum has re¬ 
vealed that visitor numbers are on the up 
as bosses bid to turn around the finances of 
the attraction. 

Last year the heritage museum made a 
loss of around £15,000 as numbers dropped 
for the third year running to around 
240,000. But in the first eight months of 
this year the museum has seen visitor num¬ 
bers bounce back, up 13 per cent to 185,448 
compared to the same period last year. 

The figures also show an increase in peo¬ 


ple coming through the doors during the 
six-week school holiday period, up 10 per 
cent to 52,915. 

Family 

The numbers were boosted by successful 
events such as the 1940s Weekend and the 
Family Night, which sold out for the first 
time. 

Marketing and communications director 
Laura Wakelin said: “We are very pleased 
about the number of people we have seen 


this year, it is especially good to see the 
numbers up over the summer period. This 
is an exciting period for the museum and 
we look to further our appeal to visitors, not 
just from the local area but further afield.” 

Earlier this year the museum accounts 
revealed it made a £15,000 loss last year 
but even this was a big improvement on 
the year before, when it revealed losses of 
£300,000. 

Mrs Wakelin said the increase in visitor 
numbers along with an investment to come 


from a £2.56 million Arts Council grant will 
help the museum’s finances. 

She put the increase in visitor numbers 
down to the good summer weather, ‘as¬ 
tute’ marketing and new features such as 
the replica of a greengrocers in Willenhall, 
which opened before the school holidays. 

She said: “We ran events to do with the 
First World War and opened a greengrocers 
right at the start of the summer. We are 
an open air museum and I think the good 
weather may have also helped us.” 


Three sent to prison for 
roles in cannabis factory 


THREE men have been jailed for their part in 
a cannabis factory which had the capacity to 
generate an annual income of £170,000. 

The operation was discovered when police raided a ware¬ 
house in Dudley on June 7 this year. Inside the unit, rented 
by KS Ltd, officers found 64 cannabis plants and the trap¬ 
pings of a ‘rug-producing set-up, said Mr Stuart Clarkson, 
prosecuting at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 


This included an auto¬ 
matic watering system for 
the plants and an electric¬ 
ity supply that had been 
diverted. 

Police went to the land¬ 
lord who put them in touch 
with 55-year-old Adrian 
Pearce, boss of KS Ltd. He 
told officers he had sub-let 
the unit to Steven Smith. 
Police searched the 37-year- 
old plasterer’s address 
where they found items 
similar to those at the unit 
which, in turn, brought 
36-year-old Adam McNally 
into the frame. 

Evidence from almost 80 
phone calls connected all 
three in the cannabis enter¬ 
prise. 

Mr Carl Templar-Vasey, 
defending Smith, said his 
role had been limited to 
buying items from eBay 
because he had an account 
and for which he was paid 
£20 an item. “His was a 
lesser role,” said Mr Tem¬ 
plar-Vasey. 

Defending Pearce, Mr 
Gurdeep Garcha said his 
client had been driven by 
financial difficulties to al¬ 
lowing his premises to be 
used as a cannabis factory

after a downturn in work 
brought on by the recession 
meant he was no longer able 
to pay rent on the unit. “He 
knew what was going on 
but he turned a blind eye to 
it. He now understands he 
shouldn’t have accepted the 
offer. He has an impressive 
work history and is an ac¬ 
tive member of a local char¬ 
ity. Many have spoken up 
for him,” said Mr Garcha. 

Self-employed fitter Mc¬ 
Nally had been tempted 
to do a favour for a nomi¬ 
nal fee, transporting some 
equipment to the premises. 

Smith, of Roman Road, 
Warley, and McNally, of 
Meadowhill Drive, Stour¬ 
bridge, both pleaded guilty 
to producing a class B drug. 
Smith was jailed for 54 
weeks and McNally for 45 
weeks. Pearce, of Compton 
Court, Kinver, admitted 
allowing his premises to be 
used as a cannabis factory 
and was jailed for 48 weeks. 

Judge John Warner said 
the enterprise was ‘a profes¬ 
sional cannabis set-up.’

Village aim 
to restore 
library in 
phone box 

A CALLOUS arsonist 
stopped to admire their 
wicked ork, videoing one of 
the world’s smallest librar¬ 
ies as it burned. 

A grainy CCTV image 
showed the vandal taking 
out their phone and captur¬ 
ing the moment as they de¬ 
stroyed the phone box book 
exchange in Clent, near 
Stourbridge. A car nearby 
was also set on fire. 

The charred remains of 
hundreds of books lay in¬ 
side the blackened skeleton 
of the familiar red phone 
box on Bromsgrove Road, 
celebrated as one of the 
world’s smallest libraries. A 
fundraising drive is under 
way so that the phone box 
library, destroyed in July, 
can be restored. 

Paul Timmins, Chairman 
of the Clent History Society, 
said: “It was a pointless act 
of destruction, there’s no 
gain for the person that did 
it, and the consequence for 
the rest of the village is that 
it’s created a lot of upset. 
But in one respect it has 
created a bit of community 
spirit because people are 
discussing it.”

AS we speak I am contemplating 
taking a hammer to my mobile 
phone and smashing it to piec¬ 
es. A primitive form of repair, I 
concede but yet again it has de¬ 
cided to wake me an hour earlier 
than I intended by deciding to 
do a spot of spontaneous pho¬ 
tography.

Nevertheless, I suppose it is 
time to get a new one, but if I’m 
honest I will be a little sad to see 
the back of my battered pay-as- 
you-go Nokia. Partly, because I 
will have to learn how to operate 
a new phone, and yet I still ha¬ 
ven’t really got to grips with the 
old one. I’ve had the thing half 
a decade, and I still don’t know 
what ‘connectivity’ or ‘configu¬ 
rations’ actually mean. And what 
will actually happen if I tinker 
with these buttons? Some things 
are best left alone. 

But the real reason why I want 
to stick with my trusty Nokia as 
long as possible comes in the 
form of the new iPhone 6 , which 
comes out on Friday.

Collection is on 
show to visitors 


CHARLIE BENTON takes 
a look at Dudley man Jake 
Pearson’s collection of 
curiosities and bric-a-brac 

HE has everything from 14th 
century Arabic coins and one 
armed bandit slot machines to 
butcher’s bikes and a Sinclair 
C5 in his personal collection 
which has taken five years to 
accumulate. 

Now Jake Pearson is opening up his 
memorabilia of 1,000 different curios to 
members of the public to help raise funds 
for a good cause. 

The72-year-old from Dudley decided to 
start collecting the items at his home on 
a whim. 

He said: “I woke up one morning and 
recalled the old cast iron range fire grate 
we used to have when I was a child so I 
decided to go out and buy one. 

“I found and bought one that was orig¬ 
inally from Himley Hall and it all started 
from there really.” 

Mr Pearson said he collects things that 
he remembers from his childhood that he 
believes will strike a chord with others. 

The items are stored in a dedicated 
60ft veranda and extension outside of 
his Holly Hall home with all of the items 
on display. 

“They have similar things at the Black 
Country Living Museum and such but 
why should people pay however much a 
ticket costs there when they can see bet¬ 
ter items here?” Jake said. 

Hospital 

Mr Pearson said people are welcome to 
view his items and if they want to they 
can make a donation which Mr Pearson 
said will go towards Russell’s Hall Hos¬ 
pital cancer ward. 

He said he is constantly on the lookout 
for memorabilia to add to his collection

and more than anything would love 
to add a fairground ride as a garden 
decoration. He made a similar appeal 
for people to come along and view his 
collection a few years ago when it was 
smaller but he did not get the reaction 
he was hoping for. 

“My collection has grown since I last 
made the appeal and I have more inter¬ 
esting things for people to come along 
and see,” he added. “I have quite a col¬ 
lection of bicycles now which I think 
are fantastic — I have an old butcher’s 
bike, a baker’s bike, a tandem bicycle 


in showroom condition and a penny 
farthing.” 

Although his wife is supportive of 
his collection, to a point, Jake said she 
mainly just ‘gets on with it’ as she re¬ 
spects his hobby. Between them they 
have three children, 14 grandchildren 
and 10 great-grandchildren. 

Mr Pearson said that he believes 
young children will love the collection 
as his own great-grandchildren often 
come round to see the items he has on 
show. 

“They do like to mess around with 


the things so sometimes I do have to 
watch them with the rarer items,” he 
said. “They do seem to enjoy the one 
armed bandit slot machines and will 
spend ages playing with them.” 

Although his expansive collection only 
started growing to the size it is now over 
the past few years Jake said he has al¬ 
ways been fond of old things. 

He said: “I have often collected or 
bought older things, I have even been 
through a period of owning classic cars 
which I loved.” 

Over the years hehas owned both a 
classic Aston Martin and Jaguar. 

One of the most curious items he has 
is an old writing box from a Congrega¬ 
tional Sunday school in Brierley Hill 
presented to a Mr J Holmes around 
1807. 

Information 

Despite going to a number of Sunday 
schools in Brierley Hill as a child he does 
not recognise the school and would like 
some more information on the item. 

He said he does not keep track of his 
spending as he prefers to think more 
of the viewing appeal and sentimental 
value of the items. 

Although he has thought before about 
moving the collection from his home and 
setting up his own museum space, Jake 
said health issues have prevented him. 

An ex-lorry driver, he said that he is 
not retired but that his failing eyesight 
has made it impossible to work. 

He is proud of his collection, He said: 
“I’ve had people come in and they are 
gobsmacked and think what I have is 
brilliant. When they come in and they 
see all the things that I have they are 
so impressed and it absolutely makes 
my day. 

“I just want people to come out and 
see these things so they don’t go to 
waste and hopefully a bit of money can 
be raised for Russells Hall in the pro¬ 
cess.”

WEEK IN 
POLITICS 



TFIE National Health Service will 
be one of the main battlegrounds 
for the next election and the 
West Midlands is going to see 
some of the fiercest fights. 

The scandal of Stafford Hos¬ 
pital has spread out to others, 
with more patients being taken 
to Wolverhampton and Walsall 
for care. The brand of Stafford 
has been tainted. 

Politicians are using it as a 
stick to beat each other with. 
The Tories hold it up as an ex¬ 
ample of why Labour is no 
longer fit to oversee its own 
greatest achievement, the NHS 
itself, while Labour points to the 
downgrade of Stafford as an ex¬ 
ample of how the Tories can’t be 
trusted with it. 

Stafford itself is a marginal 
constituency. Conservative Jer¬ 
emy Lefroy has been campaign¬ 
ing as hard as anyone could for 
the hospital, but could well be 
punished if his pleas are falling 
on deaf ears with his own party. 

His Labour opponent Kate 
Godfrey has already told him to 
stand down and force a by-elec¬ 
tion to put Stafford at the top of 
the agenda. Amid the typical red 
v blue row, an alternative emerg¬ 
es. 

Karen Howells, a founding 
member of the Support Stafford 
Hospital campaign, which has 
been camped out on the lawn 
of the site to fight the planned 
downgrade, is standing for the 
National Health Action party. 

It might well be a one-issue 
party, but in Stafford it also hap¬ 
pens that its one issue is the big¬ 
gest one. 

And it would be foolish to 
write the party off as a wasted 
vote. One of its founders is Dr 
Richard Taylor, who was elected 
as an independent in Wyre For¬ 
est not once but twice. 

Neither Labour nor the Con¬ 
servatives can afford to write 
Stafford off. There is still little 
between them in the opinion 
polls and the key marginals that 
changed hands in 2010 are the 
ones that will determine who 
gets to run the country from 
2015. 

Leave it to the voting public to 
decide how much MPs get paid 
and the answer would probably 
be ‘nothing’. 

So they were all prepared for 
grumbling over the recommend¬ 
ed hike in their pay. Simply put, 
they don’t deserve it at a time of 
austerity, particularly when other 
public servants have endured a 
pay freeze. 

The problem is they didn’t de¬ 
cide that they should get it. That 
was the verdict of the independ¬ 
ent body set up to regulate their 
pay because so many of them 
couldn’t be trusted not to treat 
the taxpayer like their own per¬ 
sonal piggy bank. 

The Independent Parliamenta¬ 
ry Standards Authority was cre¬ 
ated to stop them deciding what 
they should get. And now it’s 
come to a decision they’re being 
told to intervene and overrule it, 
which sort of defeats the whole 
object.

'No other family should 
have to go through this' 


A GRIEVING mother has 
called for more to be done 
to help addicts who are leav¬ 
ing prison to make sure they 
don’t go back to drugs. 

Beverley Bailey was speaking at 
Smethwick Council House after 
the inquest into the death of her 
son, Jason, the day after he was 
released from prison. The 34-year- 
old died at his mother’s home in 
Hedgefield Grove, Halesowen, on 
June 4 after overdosing on heroin. 

Mrs Bailey said her son was released 
from prison following a 10-week stint 
for shop theft as having no fixed abode, 
and with around £100 he had earned 
from working while in prison. 

Concerns 

She said: “If a known heroin addict 
is released onto the streets with no¬ 
where to go and £100 in his pocket, it’s 
not rocket science to work out what 
he’s going to do with the money.” 

She said she wanted to make people 
aware of the lack of support given to 
drug addicts when they are released 
from prison, while Mr Robin Balmain, 
senior coroner for the Black Country, 
said he would write to the prison ser¬ 
vice to express his concerns. 

Mrs Bailey - a former prison officer 
- has written to her MP, James Morris, 
about her son’s case. She said: “If one 
good thing can come from this then it 
is that another family doesn’t have to 
go through what we have had to.” 

She told the inquest that she had 
been to visit her son a week before his 
release to tell him he was not allowed 
back to his parents’ house. However, 
when Mr Bailey was released on June 
3 he arrived at her house later that 
day, but she told him to go away. He 
came back half an hour later and was 
sobbing so she let him in. 

“I told him if he was going to live

herehe was going to do as I say and 
he had to ask to do everything except 
flush the toilet,” she said. 

“We spent a wonderful afternoon in 
the garden. It was like we had our son 
back. He went to bed and I went up¬ 
stairs around about midnight and his 
door was wide open and his television 
was on. He never used to leave his door 
open so I thought he was finally being 
open with us.” 

She found him lying on the floor 
and called the ambulance. She said 
ambulance staff found her son with a 
syringe still in his leg. 


Mr Balmain said Mr Bailey had 579 
microgrammes of morphine, derived 
from heroin and methadone, per litre 
of blood. He recorded the cause of 
death as heroin and morphine toxicity. 

He added: “This is a tragedy that I 
am seeing all too often. I do take on 
board what this young man’s mother 
has told me about the situation on re¬ 
lease from prison, which seems to me 
to be a recipe for disaster. I have the 
authority to bring these matters to the 
attention of the relevant authorities 
and I propose to write to the prison 
service.”

DID you see Cops and Rob¬ 
bers on Channel Four last 
week? The programme fea¬ 
tured two habitual crimi¬ 
nals from Dudley and it cre¬ 
ated a terrible impression of 
our town. 

You can find people like 
that anywhere and I wish 
they’d filmed it somewhere 
else. 

I think it’s my job to 
stand up for the decent, 
hard-working and law-abid¬ 
ing majority in Dudley who 
will be just as appalled as I 
was at their behaviour. The 
best way to prevent crime is 
to lock them up. 

I was delighted to open a 
new art studio and sports 
courts at Dormston School 
in Sedgley last week. The 
school is getting these new 
facilities thanks to the hard 
work of new Head Teacher 
Ben Stitchman and his col¬ 
leagues. 

Two years ago just 40 per 
cent of pupils got five A-Cs 
at GCSE and 35 per cent 
at GCSE including English 
and Maths. This year 58 per 
cent got five A-Cs at GCSE 
and 53 per cent at GCSE in¬ 
cluding English and Maths. 

With the right support, 
young people from Dudley 
can do just as well as those 
anywhere else. Let’s make 
education our number one 
priority in Dudley to bring 
better schools, better skills 
and better jobs to the area.

Let’s prevent 
the Seven Stars being an¬ 
other one.

DECORATING CENTRE 
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Fixer sent to prison after renting 
Black Country houses for drug gang 


A MAN who rented houses so a drug gang could 
turn them into cannabis factories, has been 
jailed. 

Mazhar Pathan used a false name, forged documents and 
cash provided by the gang when dealing with landlords, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. Houses involved in the racket 
included properties at Church Street, Halesowen and Dudley 
Road, Warley, as well as premises in Wolverhampton and Derby. 

Pathan, of Bescot Road, Walsall, who had no previous con¬ 
victions, pleaded guilty to being concerned in the production of 
cannabis and money laundering . He was jailed for two years 
and eight months. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, revealed: “The production at 


the four properties involved the growing of up to 800 plants with 
a potential crop of 44 kilograms of skunk cannabis.” 

The 28-year-old ‘fixer,’ using the name Mohammed Ali, paid 
five months of the £500-a-month rent in advance on the Heath 
Town address in August 2012. Police found it had been con¬ 
verted into a drug factory with 21 heat lamps and 70 plants 
when it was raided. 

The defendant forked out £1,100 cash in May 2013 to rent the 
property in Halesowen which had 152 plants under cultivation 
in three rooms when officers swooped three months later. A Vi¬ 
etnamese ‘gardener’ tending the crop was jailed for 18 months. 

The slip that cost Pathan his liberty involved the premises in 
Warley which had been transformed into a 312-plant cannabis 


factory. When an attempt was made to break into the property 
- possibly made by a rival gang - he reported the suspected bur¬ 
glary to police using his own mobile phone. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said Pathan had been in need 
of cash having taken out a loan to build an extension at his 
home but then was made redundant. Mr Mann, added: “He 
found himself in a fix and acted wholly out of character. The 
offence was financially driven. He was being paid up to £3,000 
to rent the property but had nothing to do with the growing of 
the cannabis.” 

Recorder Geoffrey Kelly told him: “You had a crucial role. 
The criminal enterprise could not have operated without the 
properties provided by you.”

A TOTAL of more than 
17,000 runners have signed 
up to take the start line at a 
major road race, as organis¬ 
ers predict a record turnout.

More than 1,300 
stray dogs are put 
down over a year 

MORE than 1,300 stray and abandoned dogs 
were put down across the West Midlands in 
12 months. 

The annual Dogs Trust report has revealed 1,396 ani¬ 
mals picked up by councils in the region were destroyed 
between April 2013 and March 2014. 

After being collected by council wardens across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire they are usually handed over to 
kennels who provide care. 

Dogs which are in poorly condition or have behavioural 
difficulties face being put down, although legally those 
which are not collected within seven days can be destroyed. 

Neighbour 

The statistics, released as part of a Stray Dogs Survey 
carried out by Dogs Trust, show there was a fall of aban¬ 
doned and stray animals in the West Midlands from 19,195 
the year before to 18,798. This matches with a national 
decrease from 111,986 to 110,675. 

Despite this, 31 per cent of dog owners are still losing 
their dog at least once in the animal’s lifetime. 

The survey found 64 per cent do not know who is re¬ 
sponsible for caring for strays with 42 per cent saying they 
would get in touch with a family member or neighbour 
rather than a council. 

Clarissa Baldwin OBE, chief executive of the Dogs Trust, 
said: “The number of instances of straying on our streets 
is declining but we still have a significant job to do when 
it comes to raising awareness about responsible dog own¬ 
ership. 

“Owners are unsure of who to reach out to and how 
much time they have to recover their dog should he or she 
go missing.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for environment 
and culture at Dudley Council, said: “Stray dogs found by 
Dudley Council remain in our care for seven days and if 
owners do not come forward in this time the dogs are relo¬ 
cated to City Dogs in Stoke on Trent. 

“City Dogs then takes decisions on issues such as re-hom¬ 
ing and veterinary care for the dogs.”

Tony Cook, aged 30, of 
Stroud Avenue, Willenhall, 
and 29-year-old Gregory 
Taylor, of Spills Meadow, 
Upper Gornal, were each 
charged with three counts 
of receiving stolen goods 
and are due to appear be¬ 
fore Wolverhampton mag¬ 
istrates on Wednesday. 


Family insist stabbing 
attack was predictable 


RELATIVES of Halesowen schoolgirl Christi¬ 
na Edkins, who was killed in a random attack 
by a paranoid schizophrenic, have spoken 
out following a report which identified fail¬ 
ings by the police, prison service and NHS. 

Christina, 16, was stabbed on a bus in Birmingham by 
Philip Simelane while she was on her way to Leasowes 


High School in March 2013. 

The report by Birming¬ 
ham CrossCity Clinical 
Commissioning Group said 
her death could have been 
prevented were it not for 
‘missed opportunities’ by 
the authorities. 

Simelane, 23, was sen¬ 
tenced to an indeterminate 
hospital order after plead¬ 
ing guilty to manslaughter 
on the grounds of dimin¬ 
ished responsibility. He had 
a history of mental illness 
but had been released unsu¬ 
pervised from prison three 
months before the attack. 

Christina’s great-uncle 
Chris Melia welcomed the 
publication of the report by 
Dr Alison Reed, which made 
51 recommendations call¬ 
ing for improved sharing of 
mental health information 
between agencies. However, 
he said the family disagreed 
with Dr Reed’s conclusion 
that nobody could have pre¬ 
dicted the random attack on 
Christina, which took place 
on a bus in Hagley Road, 
Edgbaston. 

“The report said that 
Christina’s death was pre¬ 
ventable but not predicta¬ 
ble, but we believe it was

that very strongly,” he said. 

In a statement, Chris¬ 
tina’s family added: “The 
report clearly shows that 
long-term failings by mem¬ 
bers of the police, prison 
service and medical staff 
effectively to deal with and 
treat Philip Simelane dur¬ 
ing 11 years of a developing 
mental illness, culminated 
in a series of mismanaged 
opportunities throughout 
the 14 months leading up to 
Christina’s death on a bus 
in Birmingham.” 

Mr Melia added that 
Simelane’s mother had 
called police 21 times in the 
months leading up to the at¬ 
tack because of her son. 

“There were lots of other 
people who said how gravely 
ill this chap was but some¬ 
how they didn’t seem to find 
it necessary to do anything,” 
said Mr Melia. “He had as¬ 
saulted a police officer and 
he had assaulted his mother 
a number of times. He said 
he was going to stab and 
kill her. There are so many 
missed opportunities it’s un¬ 
believable.”

Jobs set 
to go as 
closure is 
announced 

JOBS are being axed as 
aerospace firm Timken re¬ 
vealed it will shut its factory 
in Wolverhampton. 

The company, which man¬ 
ufactures bearings, plans to 
close its site in Upper Vil- 
liers Street, Blakenhall, by 
the end of 2015 shedding 84 
jobs under plans announced 
by the US-based firm. 

Bosses said that the num¬ 
ber of orders it was receiv¬ 
ing was dwindling because 
it predominantly supplied 
parts for older aircraft. But 
it will continue to honour 
its current orders and could 
take on new work from ex¬ 
isting customers until the 
factory closes next year. 

It is a blow to the city 
which has been promoting 
itself as a specialist base for 
the aerospace industry. It 
comes after Caterpillar-run 
Turner Powertrain Systems 
on Racecourse Road, Dun- 
stall, announced it was to 
axe more than 200 jobs. 

Plant manager Todd 
Laquerre said: “It is always 
unfortunate and obviously 
we announce this with a 
heavy heart but our produc¬ 
tion focus has narrowed to 
a niche of legacy aerospace 
bearings leaving us with an 
inability to grow. 

“We are speaking with 
staff and the unions. We will 
honour all existing orders 
and continue to work with 
the customers to meet their 
needs.” 

The Wolverhampton arm 
of the company can trace its 
roots back to Fischer Bear¬ 
ings which came to the city 
in 1936.

Rudy’s boys rock 
Rep with laughter

REVIEW

Rudy’s Rare Records, 
Birmingham Rep 

LENNY Henry may have giv¬ 
en up stand-up comedy in 
favour of acting but there 
are still plenty of laughs in 
this warm-hearted story 
about three generations of 
the same family working in 
a struggling Handsworth re¬ 
cord shop. 

Dudley-born Henry and writer 
Danny Robins worked together on 
four series of Rudy’s Rare Records 
on BBC Radio 4 and have finally, and 
triumphantly, turned the story into a 
joyous and exuberant play. It won a 
standing ovation at the Rep. 

The clash between father and son 
has long been a rich source for drama 
and comedy, think Steptoe & Son. De¬ 
spite the bickering, one feels the affec¬ 
tion from Lenny Henry’s divorcee son 
and failed actor Adam who has come 
home to look after his elderly dad 
Rudy and his chaotic vinyl emporium. 

However, their ongoing war of 
words allows the script to be peppered 
with dozens of choice one-liners. These 

include Rudy’s dismissal of golf as 
“cricket for people who can’t run” and 
Adam telling his father: “I’m not tak¬ 
ing parenting advice from a man who 
blu-tacked an ashtray onto my pram.” 

Lenny Henry is in full-on loveable 
mode as the sarcastic yet dutiful son, 
eyes rolling in exasperation as his fa¬ 
ther berates the developers who want 
to demolish his shop over their ‘genital 
friction’ (gentrification) of the area. 

Larrington Walker is superb as 
Rudy, the hip-swiveling pensioner 
with a liking for tall tales, buxom 


ladies, Guinness and some colour¬ 
ful Caribbean cussing. But he meets 
his match in old pal Clifton (Jeffery 
Kissoon, clearly relishing his role) 
and girlfriend laundrette boss Doreen 
(Lorna Gayle) who insists she is for 
more than “naughtiness and clean un¬ 
derpants.” Young actors Jovian Wade, 
as Rudy’s rapping grandson, and Na¬ 
tasha Godfrey, as Birmingham’s only 
Jamaican goth, give solid support. 

The poignant scene in which three 
generations join in singing A Change 
Is Gonna Come was pure magic — 


the other lump in the throat moment 
being when Clifton tells Rudy when 
he says son Adam has never liked him: 
“He doesn’t like you, he loves you.” 

The first act is a little long at 90 
minutes and the second is mostly given 
over to musical performances during a 
‘Rudestock’ reggae benefit concert for 
the shop. But if you have nostalgia for 
proper record shops and classic reggae 
tunes from the 1960s and 70s, Rudy’s 
message is for you. 

It continues at Birmingham Rep 
until Saturday, September 20.

Truckers raise money 
for organ transplants

HORNS blared and crowds 
cheered as more than 40 
trucks took to the streets of 
the Black Country to raise 
funds to help people who 
need organ transplants. 

The huge convoy, which weighed in 
excess of 1,500 tons, set off from Hilton 
Park Services and passed through five 
Black Country centres before arriving 
at the Kingfisher Club in Wall Heath. 

At its peak, the fleet measured a 
mile in length and featured more than 
60 vehicles, as cars and vans joined in. 


Crowds gathered to cheer the drivers 
on during their 24-mile trip through 
Wolverhampton, Bilston, West Brom¬ 
wich, Oldbury and Dudley. The event 
raised more than £1,200 for the Liver 
Foundation at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

Organiser Andrew Day said the 
campaign was inspired by his wife 
Rachel, who underwent a life-saving 
kidney transplant on Christmas Day 
in 2006. 

“If more people registered to become 
organ donors then more people could 
survive,” said Mr Day, aged 42, of Pri¬ 
ory Road, Dudley. “Getting so many 


trucks out on the road was our way 
of doing something big to let everyone 
know how vital it is that more of us 
donate organs,” he added. 

Mr Day led the convoy in the 44-ton 
Volvo truck he drives for WK Edwards 
in Russells Hall. 

All the drivers work for firms based 
in the West Midlands, and each con¬ 
tributed to the cause while additional 
funds were generated through a series 
of auctions. 

Mr Day added: “People have been 
incredibly generous. I’d like to say a 
big thanks to everyone who got in¬ 
volved.”

Violent 
attacks 
on rise in 
borough 

THE number of violent at¬ 
tacks in Dudley has risen, 
according to new figures, 
with police revealing a 
surge reports of domestic 
violence. 

Between April 1 and June 
30 this year, there were 436 
violent assaults, leaving 
people injured, across the 
borough. 

Officers say the amount 
is higher than the force 
target of no more than 390 
cases. It made up 12 per 
cent of the total number 
of crimes recorded in the 
borough during the three 
months - which was 3,621. 
It compared to 371 in the 
same period last year and 
342 the year before. 

Initiatives 

Only in 2011 was the 
figure similar, when it was 
431. As well as violent crime 
during this year’s period, 
police were called to 566 
cases of criminal damage, 
196 burglaries and 51 rob¬ 
beries. 

West Midlands Police say 
the increase in ‘violence 
with injury’ cases could be 
down to more people report¬ 
ing domestic violence. 

But the force says they 
are working to drive down 
the number of violence at¬ 
tacks in the borough. 

Among the initiatives 
include visiting pubs and 
clubs in a bid to combat any 
potential criminality. 

They have also struck up 
a partnership with teams of 
volunteers, known as street 
pastors, who help revellers 
on nights out.

Sweet memories of 
the Blue Bird brand 


LEMON drops, humbugs and 
chocolate-coated toffees, all 
boxed in decorative tins with 
the famous blue bird brand of 
confectionery. 

Decades after the sweets have been 
peaten, the charm of the Blue Bird 
tins lives on with many now collector’s 
items. Ranging from designs of British 
birds to Egyptian tombs, the tinsfrom 
the former Hunnington-based firm 
cause fascination. 

As part of the Black Country Ech¬ 
oes Festival, the Black Country Living 
Museum held a presentation of its 
Blue Bird collection. Visitors heard 
about the factory’s history and the 
community which revolved around it. 

Former workers and their relatives 
also shared memories of their time at 
the firm, which began in 1898 when 
Harry Vincent set up as a confectioner. 
He built a factory off Bromsgrove 
Road, Hunnington, ands a garden vil¬ 
lage for workers in 1927. The factory 
had a canteen, concert hall and sports 
pavilion. The site closed in 1998. 


MEMORY LANE

Clare Weston, museum curator, 
gave a talk on the collection. The 
40-year-old worked as a sweet wrap¬ 
per at the factory during university 
holidays in the summers of 1993 and 
1994. She said: “When I was there the 
place was obviously a much smaller 
operation but there were still around 
100 people still working at the site. It 
was the hardest work I have ever done, 
working 8am to 4pm and then till 6pm 
overtime, on our feet all day at the end 
of the production line. But there was a 
sense of community and history.” 

Brenda Osbourn, 68, worked at 
the factory on and off between 1967 
and 1991 after moving into one of 
the houses built for workers. She still 
lives there today. Her husband Gerald 
worked as a caretaker from the age 
of 14 to 61, while his father Leonard 
Osbourn was a sugar boiler at the 
factory. She said: “People were very 


proud to have worked for the family 
business.” 

Joan Hughes worked in the offices 
from 1964 to 1966 after leaving col¬ 
lege in Dudley. She said: “When I was 
there the firm began modernising and 
was looking into TV advertising.” 

Mrs Hughes remembers bus loads 
of workers being taken to the factory 
from Dudley. 

Historian Julian Hunt, President of 
Romsley and Hunnington History So¬ 
ciety, believes up to 500 people worked 
at the factory in its heyday. 

He said: “The company’s tins were 
iconic. They were designed very care¬ 
fully to be recognised. A lot of time and 
effort would have been spent on them, 
and it paid off. Wholesalers and retail¬ 
ers gained confidence in the brand and 
gave Blue Bird products prominence in 
their displays.” 

The collection of Blue Bird tins and 
the Harry Vincent Ltd archives were 
saved by Hull Museum when former 
parent company Needlers closed down. 
They were transferred to the Black 
Country Museum in 2007.

The Russian Doctor 
The Door Birmingham Rep 

CELEBRATED Russian 
playwright Anton Chekhov 
was a medical man, which 
may explain his clinical, 
approach to his characters. 
What is not so well known 
about the author of The 
Cherry Orchard, Uncle Van¬ 
ya, Three Sisters and The 
Seagull, is that before he 
wrote these plays he had 
created one remarkable 
work of non-fiction. 

In 1890 Chekhov made a 
3,000 mile journey across 
Siberia to Sakhalin Island, 
where he interviewed thou¬ 
sands of prisoners. These in¬ 
terviews and his experiences 
on the island prompted a 
book that is a powerful ev¬ 
ocation of place and suffer¬ 
ing. It has led to a bleak and 
challenging piece of theatre. 

The Russian Doctor is a 
blend of chilling video im¬ 
agery by 59 Productions, at¬ 
mospheric music by Johnny 
Pilcher and Ewan Campbell 
and physical performance by 
Andrew Dawson. He gives a 
softly-spoken description of 
Chekhov’s experiences be¬ 
fore contorting his body in 
a representation of pain by 
turns surreal, obtuse and 
disturbing.

CELEBRATING 40 years, Blondie rode the 
New Wave to success in the 1970s but new 
songs in their set on Saturday showed they 
are not resting on their laurels, even if that 
includes some of the best pop songs... ever. 

Thankfully tenth album, Ghosts of 
Download, has some good dance-orientated 
numbers, such as Sugar On The Side, which 
meant the pace didn’t drop dramatically 
due to the hit-new-hit sequence. 

Former pin-up Debbie Harry remains

How Molineux grew 
into the golden giant 


IT used to be known as a 
pleasure ground and has 
been the arena for plenty of 
happiness and every other 
emotion since. 

Molineux, Wolves’ home for 125 
years, has become one of the most 
iconic grounds in British football. 

From humble beginnings when 
the club rented it for £50 in 1889, it 
has become an instantly recognisable 
name in sport and the spiritual home 
for thousands of Wolves fans. 

From bans because of crowd trou¬ 
ble - in 1919-20 - a stand roof blow¬ 
ing down in a gale, and becoming an 
ammunitions dump during the Second 
World War, Molineux had its fair share 
of ups and downs in its first 65 years. 

But its prestige as a marquee venue 
is reflected in it hosting nine FA Cup 
semi-finals and three full England in¬ 
ternationals during that period. And 
its diversity is seen in its multiple use 
prior to Wolves moving in. Named 
after the Molineux family who took

up residence there, by the 1860s the 
grounds boasted a bandstand, boating 
lake and an ice rink, and hosted galas, 
fetes and croquet, as well as cycling 
and athletics events. 

In more recent decades, several 
non-sporting events have been held 
there, including fireworks displays, Je¬ 
hovah’s Witness conventions and even 
a Bon Jovi concert. 

Jewel 

But it’s as Wolves’ home that it is 
most synonymous. And if the club un¬ 
doubtedly put Wolverhampton on the 
map, then Molineux became the jewel 
from which its most famous export - 
Wolves - shone. 

From the towering South Bank to 
the Molineux Street Stand and its 
much-loved eye-catching multi-span 
gabled roof, Molineux has always been 
distinctive. And as one of the first 


football grounds to erect floodlights in 
1953, it was seen to be innovative. 

Those themes were reflected on the 
pitch too. Through the experimental 
Major Frank Buckley in the pre-war 
years to the glory of the all-conquering 
Stan Cullis era, Molineux witnessed 
plenty of highlights in its first six-and- 
a-half decades. Wolves’ first Football 
League title came in 1954, but later 
that year came Molineux’s most fa¬ 
mous match when the mighty Honved 
were beaten. 

By the end of the 1930s when Wolves 
twice finished runners-up in the 
League, they were attracting crowds 
of 50,000 plus and a record attendance 
of 61,315 for the visit of Liverpool in 
the FA Cup fifth round in 1939. 

But there were even better times 
to come. At the end of its 65th year, 
Molineux became the nerve centre of a 
nation glued to their TV sets watching 
grainy footage of a game that has gone 
down as a landmark moment in Brit¬ 
ish football history. Wolves toppled the 
crack Hungarian side 3-2 and were de¬ 
clared ‘champions of the world’.

Local woman may hold 
key to Ripper identity 

MORE than 120 years af¬ 
ter her death, Wolverhamp- 
ton-born Catherine Eddowes 
may have helped finally un¬ 
mask the identity of her killer 
- tJack the Ripper. 

Stalking the streets and prosti¬ 
tutes of London’s Whitechapel in 
the 1880s, the notorious Ripper 
was responsible for at least five 
brutal killings, and his identity 
has been one of the world’s great¬ 
est unsolved murder mysteries 
ever since. 

Now, after years of investigation by 
‘armchair detective’ Russell Edwards 
and Dr Jari Louhelainen, a genetic ev¬ 
idence expert, a new book is claiming 
the Ripper was in fact Polish immi¬ 
grant Aaron Kosminski. 

Match 

Tests on a shawl found near Ed¬ 
dowes’ body are believed to show DNA 
from Kosminski and his victim - who 
it is claimed may have been a prosti¬ 
tute. A forensic expert from the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton says more 
checks needed to be made.. 

Head of forensic science, Dr Raul 
Sutton, said there were three points to 
consider, whether it could be proven 
the shawl came from the victim; 
whether the blood was that of Cathe¬ 
rine Eddowes; and whether the semen 
stain was from Kosminski. 

In order to match the DNA on Mitre Square in London,where Catherine Eddowes was murdered

the shawl, Mr Edwards and Dr Lou¬ 
helainen had tracked down descend¬ 
ants of both Eddowes and Kosminski 
to test their DNA. 

He said: “I don’t know how good the 
evidence is that has been presented, 
Dr Louhelainen claims it is quite a 
good match to the person who is the 
descendant, but we haven’t seen the 
evidence yet.” 


Starting life in Graiseley Green, 
Catherine was born in 1842, to George 
Eddowes, a tin plate worker at the Old 
Hall Works, and local hostelry cook 
Catherine (nee Evans). 

It is believed George left his job dur¬ 
ing the tinmen’s strike in 1848, and 
walked with his family to London to 
find work. One report says Eddowes 
returned to the city in 1855 after the 


death of her parents, living with an 
aunt until, aged 21, she met Thomas 
Conway. 

Moving to Birmingham and other 
towns, selling cheap books written 
by Conway, they had three children 
together. After she left him, Eddowes 
took refuge back in Wolverhampton in 
a lodging house, before returning to 
London where she met her fate.

A REVIVAL of David Bintley’s gothic fairy tale Beauty and the Beast 
and three one-act ballets, each touched by war, feature in the Bir¬ 
mingham Royal Ballet’s autumn programme from next week.

A couple of weeks ago, we got 
our first proper glimpse of the 
Strictly class of 2014 during 
the red-carpet launch show - and 
on the whole, it went pretty well. 

No one fell down the stairs or out 
of their costumes, the celebs 
managed to get through the group 
dance without any major incidents, 
and if any of the professional 
dancers were disappointed with 
their matches, they hid it well (Iveta 
Lukosiute in particular seemed very 
happy to have landed former rugby 
player Thom Evans).

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In driving seat withV40

The Volvo V40 is 
a slick and wholly 
convincing family 
hatch. Where V used 
to mean ‘estate’ in 
Volvo nomenclature, 
this time round it’s a 
five-door spin-off of 
the C30 coupe with 
a broad range of en¬ 
gines and some de¬ 
lightful interior de¬ 
tailing. Prepare to be 
surprised. 

Most British-bought V40s 
will deliver diesel drive via 
the four-cylinder 115bhp, 
1.6-litre unit we’re looking 
at here, as fitted to the en¬ 
try-level D2. 

It’s no ball of fire of course 
- 60mph takes 11.7 seconds 
on the way to 118mph - but 
it’s as fast as most will need 
it to be and 270Nm of torque 
means you won’t have to 
row the car along with the 
gearlever in town, an envi¬ 
ronment where the V40 is 
very much at home. 

Here’s a hatch clearly de¬ 
veloped by people who care 
about driving. 

The result is a very good 
compromise indeed of ab¬ 
sorbent ride and assured 
handling composure. 

You can always spoil it 
if you want to by opting 
for a ‘sports’ chassis that 
offers firmer springs and 



dampers, and lowers the 
ride height by just under 
half an inch, also lowering 
the centre of gravity. 

The D2 model is capa¬ 
ble of a headline-grabbing 
78.5mpg on the combined 
cycle and a 94g/km of C02 
reading that’ll side-steps 
the need for road tax and 
payment of the London 
congestion charge. 

To put that into perspec¬ 
tive, at the time of launch, 
a comparable 109bhp 
Mercedes A180 CDI man¬ 
aged 55.4mpg and 136g/ 
km. 

Even BMW’s eco poster 
pin-up model, the 116d Ef- 
ficientDynamics, struggles 
to get close. 

The latest Volvo XC60 
is more smartly styled 
these days - particularly 
at the front where there’s a 
much sleeker look. But the 
important stuff lies beneath 
the bonnet. 

The AWD D4 diesel 


model in RDesign trim that 
almost all buyers choose 
offers a sophisticated and 
efficient engine, namely a 
2.4-litre five-cylinder unit 
now upgraded to 181 bhp. 

There’s also a £1,500 
option of automatic trans¬ 
mission with a Geartronic 
six-speed gearbox. 

The D4 AWD manual 
model will return 53.3mpg 
on the combined cycle and 
139g/km of C02, which is 
actually very good by class 
standards. 

The latest styling chang¬ 
es comprise a redesigned 
front featuring a re-sculpted 
bonnet. 

The Swedish company 
has made a concerted ef¬ 
fort to remove any black 
trim pieces from the exteri¬ 
or to create a more upmar¬ 
ket, cohesive look. 

The XC60 also benefits 
from an interior upgrade. 
There are now better qual¬ 
ity wood inlays, a plusher 


headlining, textile B-pillars 
and there are also some 
very well finished silk metal 
frames around the air vents 
and light controls. 

The rear seats remain 
a little higher than the 
front pair to give bet¬ 
ter visibility for children 
and the two outer seats 
in the back can be speci¬ 
fied with two-stage booster 
cushions. 

The interior feels very 
airy courtesy of some seri¬ 
ous glazing overhead, the 
laminated glass panorama 
roof being one of the big¬ 
gest in the sector. 

The load opening at the 
back is also the widest 
amongst the XC60’s direct 
competition, opening to re¬ 
veal a 480-litre capacity. 

As in the XC70, the rear 
seat is a three-piece affair 
that folds 40-20-40, with 
each section capable of 
folding down completely 
flat.

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What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch

Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

With Daniel Sturridge sidelined for up 
to three weeks with a thigh injury - for 
which manager Brendan Rodgers has still 
not forgiven England - it meant Liverpool 
started a game without him or Luis Suarez, 


a summer departure to Barcelona, for the 
first time since December 2012. 

The pair scored 56 league goals between 
them last term so it was immediately appar¬ 
ent where the Reds were most likely to be 
under the greatest strain. 

Stifled 

Lambert knew this, and also the fact 
their opponents have still not entirely 
cracked the defending set-pieces thing, and 
that was what he targeted. 

A well-drilled Villa denied Liverpool 
space in the final third which stifled much 


of their forward progress, while the visitors 
attacked with speed e and were aggressive 
at corners and free-kicks - which ultimately 
produced their winner.
